S.O. 1878.—The following Order made by the President on April 15, 1964, la 
published for general information:— 


Order 

In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (3) of article 77 of the Con¬ 
stitution, the President hereby makes, with effect from the 16th April, 1864, the 
following amendments in the Government of India (Allocation of Business) Rulea, 
1861 , namely:— 

In the said Rules— 

(A) In the First Schedule, 

(a) after entry 15, the following entry shall be inserted, namely: 

“15A. Ministry of Rehabilitation."; 

(b) for entry 18, the following entry shall be substituted, namely: 

“18. Ministry of Works !t Housing.’’; 

(B) in the Second Schedule, 

(a) under the heading “Ministry of Home Affairs’’, in the foot-ncte after 

the entries under that heading, for the werds ’"Department of Re¬ 
habilitation”, the following words shall be substituted, namely: 

“Ministry of Rehabilitation”: 

(b) after the entries under the heading “Ministry of Railways” and before 

the heading “Ministry of Steel, Mines & Heavy Engineering”, the 
following heading and entries shall be inserted, namely: 

"Ministry of Rehabilitation"; 

and the entries given in Appendix I to this Order; and 

(c) for the heading “Ministry of Works. Housing & Rehabilitation” and 

the entries under that heading, the following heading and entries 
shall be substituted, namely: 

“Ministry of Works & Housing” and the entries given In Appendix II 
to this Order.

MINISTRY OF REHABILITATION

14. Verification of displaced persons’ claims for the immovable property 

left in West Pakistan. 

15. Settlement of verified claims and payment of rehabilitation grants to 

displaced persons in respect of immovable property left by them in 
West Pakistan. 

16. Valuation and disposal of Government built and evacuee properties, 

17. Verification and payment of claims of displaced Government servants 

of undivided Provinces and servants of States and local bodies in res¬ 
pect of pensions, provident funds, leave salary and security deposits. 

18. Rehabilitation of migrants from Pakistan-occupied areas of Jammu & 

Kashmir. 

19. Rehabilitation of Muslim migrants who have returned from East Pakis¬ 

tan to west Bengal under the Nehru-Liquat Pact; rehabilitation of 
Muslims internally displaced In West Bengal at the time of communal 
disturbances on the partition of the country; and restoration of 
mosques and other places of religious worship to Muslims in West 
Bengal. 

20. Dandakaranya Scheme—Integrated development of Dandakaranya area 

for the rehabilitation of East Pakistan displaced persons and welfare 
of tribals. 

21. Development of such special areas as may be indicated by the Prime 

Minister from time to time. 

22. All Attached or Subordinate Offices or other organisations concerned 

with any of the subjects specified in.this list. 


*1. As regards rehabilitation matters in States, the Central Government is 
concerned mainly with questions of policy in respect of the subjects marked with 
an asterisk and is not directly concerned with administrative and executive details 
which are the functions of the State Governments, except where camps, rehabili¬ 
tation colonies, educational institutions, training centres, etc. are directly admi¬ 
nistered by the Central Government. 

2. The administrative control in regard to the items marked with an asterisk. 
In so far as they relate to the displaced persons from East Pakistan in Tripura, 
vests in the Ministry of Home Affairs.

9. Administration of the Requisitioning and Acquisition of Immovable Pro¬ 

perty Act, 1052. 

10. Control and administration of Hotel Janpath, New Delhi, Grand Hotel, 

Simla and Government Hostels. 

11. Administration of Delhi Hotels (Control of Accommodation) Act. 1949. 

12. The Public Premises (Eviction of Unauthorised Occupants) Act, 1958. 

13. Administration of Rehabilitation Markets—Raisina Road Market; Saro-
